With Illinois same-sex marriage 
secured, advocates look to next fight

After a hard-fought battle for passage of a same- 
sex marriage law earlier this year, LGBT activists 
say the fight for gay rights isn’t over—there’s still 
more work to do. 

While applauding Illinois lawmakers for reach- 
ing the political and legal milestone of allowing 
same-sex couples to marry, the advocates say the 
legal equality afforded by the law doesn’t solve per- 
sistent social discrimination. 

“Just because you have laws that require nondis- 
crimination on certain bases, doesn’t mean your 
struggle is over,” said Camilla Taylor, an attorney 
with the gay rights group Lambda Legal. The next 
step is “making sure that we have more than simply 
formal equality, but actually enjoy lived equality.” 

Nowhere is that issue more pressing than 
among LGBT youth, said Taylor and other gay 
rights advocates. 

Half of LGBT youth experience a negative re- 
sponse from their parents after coming out, and 
LGBT youth account for 20 to 40 percent of 
homeless youth, though LGBT individuals are be- 
lieved to make up just 5 to 7 percent of the popula- 
tion, according to the American Psychological As- 
sociation. They also are more likely to be suicidal 
or struggle with substance abuse. 

“LGBT youth grow up isolated, not just from 
their peers but from their elders,” said Andy Thay- 
er, co-founder of the Chicago-based Gay Libera- 
tion Network. 

Meanwhile, Taylor said, the legal struggles over 
same-sex marriage have only begun. 

Opponents of same-sex marriage “are deeply 
invested in trying to chip away at the protections

we've already obtained,” Taylor said. Lambda Le- 
gal is active in cases across the country in which 
private businesses have argued that they should be 
free to discriminate in places of public accommo- 
dation for religious reasons, even in states where 
such discrimination is not allowed or where same- 
sex marriage has been legalized. 

In more than 30 other states where same-sex 
marriage isn’t legal or where efforts to explicitly 
ban such unions are underway, Thayer said, his 
group is planning to help mobilize the LGBT 
community. 

“We've got a responsibility to our LGBT broth- 
ers and sisters in places like Alabama and Texas 
and elsewhere,” Thayer said. “We can’t just allow 
them to twist in the wind even though we’ve won 
legal equality here in Ilinois.”

love notes. He speaks 
to the computer, the 
program writes in 
lovely handwriting 
and a decadeslong 
love is sustained and honored by a third party. 

Lack of interpersonal connection in the 
Internet and smartphone age has become 
an onscreen cliche (and the driving force 
behind this year’s “Disconnect” with Jason 
Bateman), but writer-director Spike Jonze’s 
“Her” is an original voice among the noise. 
It’s one of the funniest and saddest mov- 
ies of the year. That twofer doesn’t happen 
often. 

Unable to sign papers finalizing his 
divorce from Catherine (Rooney Mara), 
Theodore lives inside memories of their 
playfulness and closeness — recollections 
that can’t help but be interrupted by shards 
of arguments and regret. Then he buys a 
new artificially intelligent operating system 
named Samantha (voiced by Scarlett Johans- 
son), and everything changes. Samantha is 
like Siri 10.0: She organizes and assists. She 
edits Theodore’s letters. She also engages 
and grows. Yet she’s not programmed to 
abide like a robot; when Samantha and 
Theodore bond, it’s like the closeness of 
a relationship over the phone. When they

eventually take things to a sexual place, her 
lack of a body doesn’t change the fact that 
their intimacy is as different as night and 
day compared with his previous experi- 
ence paying for phone sex. Samantha has 
no physical presence, but she is Theodore’s 
girlfriend, capable of jealousy ... and of be- 
ing carried around in a pocket. 

Clearly, “Her” requires an acceptance of 
Jonze’s vision (no, he doesn’t address the 
legality of marrying your OS) that we’ve 
become so technologically dependent, this 
product isn’t out of the question eventually, 
and some people would be thrilled for non- 
prurient reasons. The entire cast, including 
Amy Adams as Theodore’s pal Amy and 
Olivia Wilde as a woman whose blind date 
with Theodore goes great until suddenly it 
doesn’t, connects beautifully. They all exist 
in the same universe of distracted dissat- 
isfaction. Jonze presents video games in 
particular with a hilarious skepticism; Amy 
works on a game in which the player at- 
tempts to be the perfect mother, modeling 
behavior after what technology, as written 
by a person, dictates is proper. 

Other than juicy celeb images and con- 
venience, what do we get and what do we 
search for in our gadgets? What’s missing in 
our offline relationships? In the gorgeous, 
strange world of “Her,” the act of people liv- 
ing together practically comes into competi- 
tion with a revolution for which no one was 
prepared.

The non-critical part of me, however, re- 
joices in the abundance of goodness in Stiller’s 
modern adaptation of James Thurber’s 1939 
short story. If you can’t get behind a film with 
such a generosity of spirit and thirst for life, I 
don’t know what to do with you. In the film, 
Walter Mitty Stiller) frequently takes mental 
breaks from life. If he looks zoned out while 
waiting for a train, that’s because he’s fantasiz- 
ing about saving his colleague Cheryl’s (Kristen 
Wiig, lovely) three-legged dog from an

exploding building. His lack of focus doesn’t go 
over well with the smarmy jerk (Adam Scott) 
brought in to oversee layoffs and the final print 
edition of Life Magazine. Maybe Walter, who 
has handled the negatives of the magazine’s 
photos for the past 16 years, can save his job if 
he can find the missing image that legendary 
photographer Sean O’Connell (Sean Penn) 
claims is a classic. 

Slight problem: Sean lives off the grid and 
can’t be located easily. So Walter may actually 
need to get out of his head and into the world. 

Steve Conrad’s (“The Pursuit of Happyness”) 
funny script has fun with Walter’s perception, 
even if he transitions a bit too easily from 
a9-to-5 suit-and-tie guy to a world traveler 
fending off sharks with his briefcase. Consid- 
ering the emphasis on the role Walter’s late 
father played in his life, it’s a mistake to leave 
out events to which Walter’s active mind must

frequently return. And a mishandled closing 
note about the beauty of the human experi- 
ence lands about 100 yards from the perfection 
and power of Spike Jonze’s far more thoughtful 
meditation on contemporary living, “Her.” 

For anyone who often strives to live in the 
moment and align fantasy with reality, “Walter 
Mitty” is almost like a booth offering free 
hugs. Especially around the holidays, a warm 
embrace is hard to resist.

but no real substance 


Is the subtitle in 
“Mandela: Long Walk 
to Freedom” really 
necessary? No one (I 
hope) is going to see 
the name “Mandela” 
ina movie title and 
expect to see “Man- 
dela: Five-Time Bowling Champion.” 
Unfortunately, those who do endure direc- 
tor Justin Chadwick’s (“The Other Boleyn 
Girl”) biopic won't learn a great deal about 
late South African leader Nelson Mandela 
(Idris Elba). The script from Oscar-nomi- 
nated writer William Nicholson (‘Gladia- 
tor”) constantly makes foolish, yearslong 
leaps, going through bullet points of major 
events without showing the community and 
impact of the racist government. (This lack 
of attention to detail derailed “Lee Daniels’ 
The Butler” as well.) Mandela makes a lot 
of speeches, and we get a brief sex scene 
between him and his second wife, Winnie 
(Naomie Harris of “Skyfall”), but there’s 
almost nothing from his childhood or, say, 
what happens to his first set of children. Did 
he just forget about them? 
Even more so than the failed “Win- 
nie Mandela” with Terrence Howard and 
Jennifer Hudson,” “Mandela” remains at a 
distance from any controversial examination 
of decades of bigotry and unrest in South 
Africa. The film ignores any effects that 
Mandela’s imprisonment had on his and 
Winnie’s kids (especially when she spent a bit

of time in prison herself, including a year and 
a half in solitary confinement) and minimizes 
Winnie’s connection to the violent practice 
of “necklacing.” 

Amovie chronicling the importance of a 
man as influential as Mandela needs to con- 
nect the man to his people. Spanning about 
50 years, “Mandela” gives no indication of 
when and how his work and principles spread 
among the community or the motivations 
behind white political leaders’ decisions late 
in the film. Mandela’s choice to say goodbye 
to many women and marry Winnie can be 
chalked up only to her interest in taking 
walks in a field. 

The performances aren't the problem; 
it’s that a few inspirational moments can’t 
compensate for so little information about 
Mandela’s inner circle or a mere glimpse at 
the streets of South Africa. 

No one should complain about sitting 
through a 22-hour drama about a man who 
spent so long in prison fighting apartheid. 
Still, “Mandela: Long Walk to Freedom” is a 
long, unrewarding experience that gets off 
to a bad start—as if the filmmakers couldn’t 
decide how to begin the film among three 
options, so they decided to use all of them— 
and never recovers.

It’s ... actually not all 
that embarrassing 


After enough belly 
flops, a pencil dive 
looks all right. 
That’s what “Grudge 
Match,” a generic but 
decent step up from 
something like “Es- 
cape Plan” or “The 
Big Wedding,” is: the pencil dive of movies, 
only set in a boxing ring. 

During avery dry start, former champion 
boxer Henry “Razor” Sharp (Sylvester Stal- 
lone) works a Pittsburgh factory job like he 
stepped off the set of “Out of the Furnace.” 
Razor’s old rival Billy “The Kid” McDonnen 
(Robert De Niro) owns a used-car dealer- 
ship and, at the boxing-themed bar he owns, 
performs stand-up about his victory over his 
enemy some 30 years ago. He doesn’t joke 
about the time Razor beat him. Each man’s 
loss was his only career defeat. 

Thanks to Razor’s financial woes, Kid’s lin- 
gering competitiveness and the persistence 
of their former promoter’s son (Kevin Hart), 
these old punching bags agree to a long- 
overdue third bout. Great, you're thinking, 
a rocky opening leads to a “Rocky” rehash, 
tweaked to sit next to “Last Vegas” and “The 
Bucket List” in the Older Guys Showing 
They Can Still Do Stuff section. Thankfully, 
no. “Grudge Match” is savvier and funnier 
than expected. During the press conference 
announcing the fight, few reporters show up,

and the ones who do both mock the boxers 
or express concern for their health. Hart’s 
efforts here and throughout the movie make 
good use of his usual loudmouth attitude, 
even if the script forces the character to con- 
stantly comment on whiteness (“I just won 
the cracker lottery!”). 

Note: By “sawvier,” I just meant that 
“Grudge Match” doesn’t take itself too seri- 
ously. No movie that includes jokes about 
“Baywatch” and “Webster” and any sincere 
mention of a phone book can be that savvy. 
Yet “Grudge Match” also doesn’t have any 
Viagra jokes, and the predictable plot lines 
involving the woman who got between the 
guys (Kim Basinger) and the son one never 
met (Jon Bernthal) hover around fine instead 
of dipping into awful. 

Between the two beaten-up vets, De Niro’s 
got far better comic timing. It’s not unwel- 
come, in a “We should have waited to rent 
this but whatever” kind of way, to see these 
two jaw at each other. Naturally, at this age, 
they still look more comfortable when not 
bobbing and weaving. Razor’s proud of 
his hobby: turning junk into art. “Grudge 
Match” doesn’t accomplish the same, but it 
pleasantly avoids the trash.

MODERN INTELLIGENCE FOR A MEAN ECONOMY 


Rejection is just part of the job hunt 


Ask for feedback 

After interviewing with a company and not be- 
ing offered the position, you often times won- 
der: What went wrong? I’ve learned to address 
that question by simply asking for feedback 
from some companies. Not everyone is recep- 
tive to giving it, but you never know until you 
ask. | have been able to improve my resume, 
cover letter and interview answers based on 
the feedback I’ve received. 


Don’t get your hopes up 

Yes, a position may seem tailor-made for you, 
and you’re certain that you will receive an of- 
fer. Trust me, I’ve felt this way many times and 
made the mistake of not applying to any other 
jobs until | heard back about that position. 
Wrong! Always apply to multiple companies, 
and keep all of your options open. 


Do your research 

There is nothing worse than walking into an 
interview totally clueless about the compa- 

ny or the position you're interviewing for. I’m 
ashamed to admit | have made this foolish mis- 
take. Now | visit the company’s website, study 
the job description, look up comparable salaries 


and stalk—oops, | mean read—the LinkedIn pag- 
es of the individuals | will interview with for the 
position. We live in the age of technology, so put 
that smartphone, laptop or tablet to good use 
before applying or interviewing for a job. 


Network, network, network 

It can definitely be intimidating, but it’s so worth 
it. By attending events sponsored by organiza- 
tions associated with my field, | have met some 
wonderful people who have helped move my 
job search and career in the right direction. As 
I'm sure you've heard before, it’s all about who 
you know. 


Try, try again 

As Aaliyah once sang, “If at first you don’t suc- 
ceed ... dust yourself off and try again.” She was 
referring to love, but the advice also applies 

to job rejection. As we all know, quitters never 
prosper. Just imagine if Michael Jordan vowed 
never to step foot on a basketball court again 
after being cut from his high school team. We 
would have been deprived of six championships 
in Chicago and missed out on watching a leg- 
end change the game.
